Sir Charles Dilke is not the only one pro-

the movements of Lebaudy’s schooner yacht, 
Frasquita, which have appeared in Paris 
have added to rather than assuaged the gen- 
eral curiosity. Several of the London papers 
haye published disclaimers on behalf of the 
French government of any knowledge of Le- 
baudy’s plans. But it is argued that Le- 
baudy’s landing constitutes a violation of 
Moorish territory and that two Buropean 
powers are clearly. entitled to protest against 
the raising of the French flag on this part 
of the African coast. The Spanish protec- 
tora te of Rid de Oro lies immediately south 
of the coast on which Lebaudy is reported 
to have landed, and it is claimed that Great 
Britain possesses even more definite grounds 
on which to base objections. 


View of Morocco Explorer. 
Cunninghame Grahame, who was one of the 
few people in London who have visited the 
country concerned, goes so far as to call Le- 
baudy’s landing an act of piracy. - 

Mr. Grahame said he could not imagine: 
what was the location of Hia, the place which, 
according to a dispatch from Las Palmas, 
Lebaudy has selected as the capital of the 
empire which he ts founding in northwest 
Africa. “Hia is absolutely unknown to 
me,” he said. “I never heard it mentioned.

Mob After Another Negro. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 23—Two women, one 
white and the other colored, were assaulted 
and left for dead about three anda half miles 
east of Bast St. Louis this afternoon, and a 
posse is out looking for a negro described by 
one of his victime. If he should be captured 
it is believed there will be a tynching.

It was then too late for the governor. to 
take such action, as the troops could not 
have reached the scene in time to prevent 
the lynching. 


Postponing of Case Blamed. 

It is generally believed that had the courts 
brought the murderer jo speedy trial last 
night’s tragedy would have been averted. The 
judges who had postponed action upon the 
case of the confessed assailant of Miss Bish- 
op today explained their action by stating 
that popular prejudice and indignation would 


have precluded the possibility of a fair trial.

Lynching Planned Days Before. 

The lynching is believed to have been the 
result of a plot which was several 
days ago, and was to have been put into 
execution Saturday night, but on that oc- 
casion there was a misunderstanding and the 
attempt failed. 

Early yesterday morning word was passed 
around that the attack was to be made on 
the prison at 10 o’clock last night and that 
the men who were to participate in it were 
to meet at Price’s corner half an hour before 
that time.

Warden Tells Cell Number. 

After forcing their way into the lower cor- 
ridor on the west wing the crowd surged up 
to the front row of cells on the third floor. 
The leaders, who had the sledges and rivet 
cutting appliances, were calm and deter- 
mined and cut straight to the cell of the man 
they were after. That no other doors were 
demolished is due to the leaders, who told 
Chief Black and Warden Meserve that they 
intended to get the negro if they had to break 
every steel door in the place, and argued 
that it was a useless expense to the county 
to have unnecessary damage done to prop- 
erty. The officials saw the strength of this 
argument and informed the leaders that 
White was in cell No. 13 on the front row, 
third story. This was enough and the door 
to this row of cells was at once attacked. 
“This is the only door between us and our 
man,” shouted one of the mob, “ and if you 
will stand back we will cut it open in an 
hour.“ 

I was just 22 minutes of 12 o'clock when 
the mob with yells, curses, and cheers 
rushed into the corridor past the cell doors 
of the frightened prisoners to the cell occu- 


countered, for in smashing the lever box the 
mechanism was damaged and the door to the 
cell of White could not be opened. 


\ Saved for the Sta te. 

Warden Meserve then rushed into the cell 
corridor to prevent the mob taking the wrong 
man. He saw that the men with hammers 
were about to demolish the cell door and 
told them how to disconnect the door so it 
could be operated. As soon as the door to 
‘White's cell slid open there was a deafening 
cheer, and cries of Don't hugt him; hang 
nim: don't hit him; burn him at the stake. 
Take him to the place where he murdered 
Miss Bishop, for we have driven a staké there 
and will burn him.” 

White fought desperately for his life, and 
knocked down the first man who approached 
him. One of the leaders of the mob threw 
his arms around the negro, thus protecting 
him. At this time the narrow corridor was 
so tightly packed by e mob that it was 
impossible to get the prisoner out. 

When he found that his case was hopeless 
the negro confessed to having committed 
the deed, and did not spare himself in telling 
of it. He prayed fervently to God to for- 
give his sins and seemed anxious to do as 
much talking as possible in the few min- 
utes he had to live. 

A strong rope was brought and the negro 
was wrapped in its coile from shoulders to 
feet. His lips were moving while this was 
going on, and he seemed to be trying to finish 
his statement. The crowd was in a hurry 
to get through with its work, and called out 
for the executioners to hasten. After the 
rope had been adjusted the negro was 
fastened to the stake and the torch was * 
plied to the straw. 


Escapes and Is Thrown Back. 
The flames leaped pp and licked the man’ s 
bare hands. He was held erect by one of 
the lynchers until his clothing was burning 
fairly, when he was pushed into the bed of 
the fire. He rolled about and his contortions 
were terrible, but he made no sound. Sud- 
denly the ropes on his legs parted and he 
from the fire and started to run. A 
man struck him in the head with a piece of 
fence rail ahd knocked him down. Willing 
hands threw him again into the flames. He 
rolled out several times, but was promptly 
returned. While this was going on shouts, 
cheers, and gibes went up from the crowd. 
When the negro had ceased to show signs 
of te the body was placed on its back and 
fuel was piled up on it, and à roaring fire 
was soon consuming it.

It was in these words: ‘I can’t do anything 
for you now, and don’t know that I ever can. 
But if a mob goes to your housé and you feel 
your life is in danger come down and tele- 
phone me.“ 

The speaker said it was all but impossible’ 
to maintain protective organization among 
the colored people, as means were readily 
found to disrupt them. ‘He referred to a case 
in Belleville, where, he said, the police had 
threatened a boy with lynching if he did not 
testify as they wished in court. And thus, 
he said, was evidence manufactured against 
the negroes by their own people.

Blamed for White Man’s Crimes. , 

It was suggested that the real culprit for 
whose crime George White, the negro, was 
burned yesterday in Dela ware may have 
been a white man. Mr. Thomas said he had 
known of instances where a white man had 
blacked up so as to throw suspicion on some 
unfortunate negro. ‘ 

“The only evidence against White,“ he 
said, was the testimony of a woman that 
a knife found near the spot where the crime 
was committed had belonged to him. That 
is no evidence. 

There was no excuse for the mob’s ac- 


provocation for his shooting I do not know. 
I. believe, however, that he was assaulted 
by the three other men in that office, a 
that he shot, if it was he that did shoot, 
self-defense.”’

Also was discussed. A short time ago charges 
were made against Collector Wildam Penn 
Nixon, Assistant United States Treasurer 
Wiliams, and other federal officials at Chi- 
cago. For some weeks there were prospects 
of a general shakeup, and a new set of fed- 
ral officials was practically agreed upon. 
Then President. Roosevelt took.a hand in the 
Matter, and declared the officials at Chicago 
j should not be removed on account of charges 
of @ trivial character.

These are at Irving Park, Lin- 
coln Park, South Water street, and the Bush 
temple. At the postoffice it was said that it 
was doubtful if the superintendents who had 
not passed would be disturbed. | 

„Most of them entered the classified serv- 
ice when their offices were made carrier sta- 
tions,” said Postmaster Coyne, when 
Washington Hesing was postmaster, and 
when the free delivery system was extended 
under succeeding administrations.

Scientists Report Recently Discovered 
‘Ruins in Mexico Are of an Epoch 
Hard to Determine. 


Mexico City, Mex., June 23.—[Special.}— 
The recent discovery of an ancient city of 
pyramids in a dense forest in a remote part 
of the state of Puebla has been found to be 
of the greatest archzological importance. 
The federal government has commissioned 
the subdirector of the national. museum, 
Senor F. Rodriguez, to visit the ruins, 
Nicholas Leon, an archzeologist and ethnolo- 
gist, accompanied the subdirector to the 
ruins. Dr. Leon reports that the ruins are 
such as never before have been known to 
the world of science, and the most primitive 
are discovered in Mexico, in fact so ancient 
as to require a great deal of time and study 
to learn in what epoch they were built as well 
as by what people. 5

LAID TO SCHWAB 


Steel Magnate Is Attacked by 

Plaintiffs' Counsel in Ship- 
yard Company Suit. 


He Is Compared to Wreckers of 
-Bank—Court’s Remarks Taken 
as Promise of Receiver. 2 


New York. June 23.—[{Special.]—Charles M. 
Schwab, president af the steel trust, was 
severely arraigned by the counsel for the 
applicants for a receiver for the United States 
Shipbuilding company in the proceedings be- 
fore Judge Kirkpatrick in the federal court 
at Newark today. For the part he took in 
the organization of the company he was 
compared to the wreckers of the old Sixth 
National bank of N York, who were sent 
to prison for their criminal acts. 

There was a threat that Schwab might be 
compelled to detail his part in the manipula- 
tion of the affairs pf the Bethelehem steel 
plant and the United States Shipbuilding 
company. The intimation that there is more 
trouble in store for Schwab came in Attorney 
He declares that 
the complaining first mortgage bondholders, 
when they invested in the company, never 
knew they were dealing with the master of 
Bethlehem. 


Schwab Compared to Bank Wreckers. 

“They heard of that transaction later 
when the shipbuilding company bought the 
Bethlehem works and paid $30,000,000," said 
Untermeyer. Those $30,000,000 were pretty 
well secured, but they were illegally secured. 
Schwab not only took the stock of the Beth- 
lehem company as security for $10,000,000, 
but did a thing still to be explained, and for 
which he may be called to account. He had 
the Bethlehem Steel company make a mort- 
gage for $10,000,000. What consideration did 
the shipbuilding company get for that mert- 
gage? Under what law could such a deal 
be made? There is only one case similar to 
this in audacity that I can revall. In pic- 
turesqueness this equals the transactions of 
the old Sixth National bank, where the 
bank’s officers bought and sold their stock 
and borrowed money from the bank to do it.“ 


Court Seems to Favor Receiver. 

The remarks of Judge Kirkpatrick before 
the arguments began were taken to indicate 
that the appointment of a receiver is in- 
evitable. Lawyers for the reorganization 
committee and officers of the company 
wanted to put in supplementary Affidavits 
showing that $200,000 more stock had bee 
deposited with them. 

As I understand it, these first mortgage 
bondholders cannot be wiped out without 
due process of law,“ observed the court. It 
does not made any difference if six out of 
ten or nine out out of ten want to give up 
their bonds. They can’t take away the oth- 
ers unless there is a foreclosure or a default 
or some due process of law. A reorganiza- 
tion scheme cannot be carried out without 
their consent.“ 


Defendant's Counsel Denies All. 

The senior counsel of the shipbuilding 
company, Charles L. Corbin, compared the 
proceedings to the Dreyfus trial, and said 
the complainants came into court saying, 
** J’accuse,’” and then expected the defend- 
ant to prove his innocence. Corbin denied 
that insolvency had been shown, or mis- 
management, and even asserted that the 
complainants were a party to the whole af- 
fair, present conditions and all, and that the 
court had no jurisdiction.

What a Discharge Would Mean. 

“I suppose I would fiave to let her go and 
discharge her from my employ,” I said. 

O. you would, would you? Well, suppose 
she had, as most of them have, about fifteen 
brothers and sisters, and they were all mar- 
ried, and most of them had children, so that 
the family connection amounted to from 
thirty to sixty persons. New, if all were free 
agents, and that woman were discharged, 
every one of those people would skip with 
her, and half a dozen such cases of disci- 


pline would paralyze the plantation.“

I went after him with my negro foreman, 
I took him out of a cabin with a revolver in 
my hand and drove him home. There I took 
it out of him with a buggy whip while the 
negro foreman held

si t sounds shocking to you, no doubt, 
but I m telling you the fact. If you were 
the only responsible white man on a planta- 
tion and were surrounded by more than 
500 negroes of the most debased and ignorant 
character, who cannot be reached by any 
moral suasion, who are influencea by neither 
gratitude nor resentment, you would go to the 
field every day with a revolver in your pocket, 
as every one of us planters is forced to do, 
and you would either maintain discipline in 
the only way the negro understands, or else 
you would give up your plantation to your 
creditors—or your executors—as the case 
might be.“ 

Running away“ is a recognized offense 
in this section. and it is also recognized, I 
may add, by the laws of Georgia and-Ala- 
bama, and probably by the statutes of most 
of the other southern states. Judge Jones of 
the United States court at Montgomery in 
a decision a week or ten days ago held that 
all these statutes were unconstitutional be- 
cause they created a condition of peonage 
forbidden by the constitution of the United 
States. Just what this peonage consists of 


in this section I will let my young plan 


friend explain in his own words. 
Two Weys of Managing Land. 


We have two ways of handling our plan- 
tatlons,.“ he said. ‘‘ We rent small sections 
of forty acres each and with these go a plow 
and a mule. You know it is figured out 
that a mule can cultivate forty acres of 
cotton. In addition to that, however, I have 
about 450 hands who work on wages. These 
men are paid $9 a month in addition to a 
fixed ration of food which amounts to four 
pounds of meat a week, a certain percentage 
of vegetables, tobacco, sugar, flour, and some 
other commodities. The cash wages used to 


be $8 in addition to the rations, but the price 


has risen owing to the high rates for cotton. 

These negroes live on the plantation, are 
given a roof over their head. have garden 
patches, and several other more or less val- 
uable privileges. They invariably come to 
me for small advances of money. I have to 
keep a ledger account with every negro on 
the plantation. If a man has.a large family 
his ration, of course, is not sufficient and he 
has to draw more, the actual cost to be de- 
ducted from his cash wages. 


Hdnest with All Employes. 
“No negro on my plantation has ever 


charged me with getting him into debt or 


with failing to pay him the entire sum stipu- 
lated in his contract. They all make con- 
tracts with us individually. Not one in ten 
can sign his name, but I write out the names 
and each negro in my employ puts his mark 
there in the presence of negro witnesses. ' 
The terms of the contract are never in dis- 
pute, and it is a matter of pride with most 
of us white men that no living person shall 
be able to say we have taken advantage of 
our negroes. 

Now, when a negro runs away and vio- 
lates his contract, leaving us in the lurch. 
not only short of his labor but short of the 
advances we have made to him in money 
and goods, what would happen if we de- 
pended simply and solely upon our right to 
sue? In the first place, with 450 hands, be- 
fore the season is out we would have 450 
‘suits, and if we won them all we would not 
be able to collect 45 cents. because it is 
literally true that the fleld laborer has noth- 
ing in this world except the clothes on his 
back, and he doesn’t always have too many 
of them. The result is that in Georgia and 
Alabama, and I believe in other states, the 
law recognizes the right of the planter to 
reclaim the laborer who has left in viola- 
tion of his contract, whether he be actually 
in debt or not. 


„Under any other system you would find 


it impossible to get in your cotton, because 
the negroes at the critical time would simply 


git down and refuse to work. When they 


are well we compel our laborers to go to the 


field by force. This is the truth, and there is 


no use lying about it.” ; 
Held to Labor Under Contract. 


These are but fragments of a conversation 


which extended over the better part of two 


days, under circumstances which were pecu- 
liarly conducive to frankness on both sides. 
The conversation, I think, establishes the 
fact that in most of the big cotton planta- 
tions in the south the negro ts held to labor 
under a contract. This contract is renewa- 
ble yearly, and when it is renewable the 
negro is free to leave the plantation and 


frequently does, although he does not gen- | 


erally go outside of a radius of a dozen miles. 

The conversation shagvs that the cotton 
planters, acting under color of state laws 
which have been declared unconstitutional 
only within a few days, assume the right, to 
foree the negro laborer to live up to the terms 


of his contract, to reclaim him when he runs 


away, and that in extreme cases the buggy 
whip and the buggy trace are resorted to to 

enforce discipline. 
There is a still deeper and more painful 
inference from the conversation, growing 
out of the fact that nearly every planter, or 
at least every white overseer, goes to the 
cotton field on horseback armed. It is too 
much to suppose that there are not some 
who resist the application of force 


with such force of their own as God has put 


into their athletic black skinned bodies. So 
the inference is painfully apparent that the 


white man on the horse, with his pistol in 


his pocket, now and then is compelled to use 
it. Often, perhaps, the compulsion to use 


‘the pistol is more apparent to him than to 
the negro. 


I give these facts without comment as to 
whether the economic necessity justifies the 
disregard of the moral law or not,’ but, how-

Big Danish figures for May, 1903, show 
Immigration.that more than twice as 
many people emigrated from 
Denmark to America as during the same 
riod last year, and the American fever 
shows no sign of abating. The Danes are of 
the hardy race of northmen who first dis- 
covered America, antedating Columbus by 
500 years. Like their Scandinavian cousins, 
the Swedes and Norwegians, the Danes at 
omce become in this country frugal, indus- 
trious, lawabiding -American citizens. They 
are not of the sort which breeds anarchists. 
America congratulates itself that the “‘Amer- 
jean fever is not abating in Denmark. 


“PROMOTERS’ PROFITS.” 
The promoter of the many-millioned syn- 
dicate often looks down with scorn on the 


get-rich-quick man whose literature is 


excluded from the mails. The get-rich- 
quick genius in turn despises the profes- 
sional gambler who fleeces his patrons at 
faro or roulette, and the high class gam- 
_bler pities the racetrack tout or the hum- 
ble votary of the shell game. Even as 
The colonel’s lady and Judy O'Grady 
Are sisters under the skin, g 
so all these people, some rich and some 
Poor, some in good society and some 
out of it, are brothers under the skin. That 
which makes them one is that they all seek 
to get riches or a living by their wits in- 
_ stead of by honest industry. They are not 
willing to labor and add to the world’s 
stock of wealth. They wish to prey upon 


the community; to transfer the wealth of 


other people to their own pockets with- 
out consideration for the other people. 


The object of all chevaliers d’industrie . 


is to get hold, by fair promises and unfair 
dealing, of wealth which others have cre- 
ated. The big ones manage to do it with- 
out coming in conflict with the law. The 
little ones are scooped up in the net and 
dumped into the bait box: | 
The unscrupulous fellow who asks the 
public to let him make great profits for it 


„on the racetrack or the bucket shop knows 


he cannot keep his promises, and that soon- 
er or later the officers of the law will get 
after him, but he hopes that he will be 
able to. get away with a full purse before 
he is exposed. The more respectable but 
no less ynscrupulous person who takes a 
dozen or more plauts, some of them val- 
uable and some worthless, consolidates 
them, and issues against them bonds and 
preferred and common stock whose face 
Value is from three to ten times the value 
of the plants and offers his securities to 
the public with assurances that they are 
worth their face, knows they are not and 
never will be. He relies on the credulity 
of investors to enable him to dispose. of 
his wares before their lack of value has 
been discovered. 

Perhaps the man who utters counterfeit 
money takes comfort in the thought that 
the unsuspecting individual on whom he 
passes it will not be the loser, but will 
“shove it along.“ It may be that the 
utterer of fictitious stock salves his 
conscience with the reflection that the man 
to whom he sells will sell to somebody else 
without loss, and that thé stock will pass 
from hand to hand, declining only slightly 
in value as it circulates until it reaches 
some holder who has paid for it about what 
it is worth, | 1 

It is the wish of the promoter to get great 

riches in a short time. The slow gains of 
steady industry do not content him. His 
wish soon becomes a passion—almost a 
mania. There is much wisdom in Proverbs, 
which says: 

He that maketh haste to be rich shall not be 
innocent. 

While the unscrupulous promoter may 
not transgress the common law, he does 
violate the moral law. He is after all 
nothing but a confidence operator in whole- 
sale trade. . 

The people who run racetrack syndicates 
tell a public which has no personal ac- 
quaintance with them and no reason to 
trust them that they have a larger capital 

and better means of getting information 
than the ordinary bettor and can make 
bets more wisely than he can make them. 
The promoter, who is often well known 
and has some standing, tells the public in 


his alluring prospectus of the great earn- 


ings of the plants he has consolidated and 
of the economies of consolidation—the re- 
@uced cost of production and distribution. 
He invites all to share in the profits to be 
had by buying his securities. He even 
preys upon his business friends, which is 
something the gambler would scorn to do 


and the bunko steerer. would think dis- 


honorable. 

The American promoters have addef 
nothing to the productivity of the country. 
They have not iucreased its industrial 
power. They have not collectively been 
so useful as one farmer who has plowed 
for the first time a ten acre lot and raised 
corn. Many promoters have made large 
fortunes, but they have done it at the ex- 
pense of others. So, too, the money made 
by men who were.lucky in their Derby bets 

last Saturday was lost by others. 

The industrial commission said in its re- 
port: “ Promoters’ profits come from 
watered stock.” There are no profits un- 

less the stock is sold for more than it is 
Worth. If sold for more than it is worth

IOWA TARIFF COMPROMISE. 

The tariff plank resolution which will 
probably be adopted by the Iowa republican 
convention next week is acceptable to all 
elements of the party. It is no fairer to 
speak of it in ex parte statements as having 
been framed by the Shaw element than to 


element. Both the governor and the secre- 
tary were represented in the conference 
which took place at the Auditorium Annex 
in Chicago some weeks ago, at which the 
| resolution in question was framed and ac- 
cepted by both sides. Gov. Cummins was 
present in person. Senator Allison was 
present in person. George D. Perkins of 
Sioux City was also present in person. It 
so happened that while these gentlemen re- 
side in different parts of lowa Chicago was 


owing to the arrangement of the railway 
time tables. By agreement, after exchang- 
ing protocols, they did so meet at the Audi- 
torium and did so frame a satisfactory reso- 
lution. 

Now, it does not tend to promote har- 
mony to have it claimed by either side that 
the other has “ surrendered,” or to say that 
the resolution has been drafted by one fac- 
tion and that the other accepts it under com- 
pulsion. Proverbially everything is fair in 
love and war, but not everything is fair in 
politics, and when representatives of fac- 
tions in any party have met, and by mutual 
consent agreed upon a compromise measure, 
it is unfair for either to suggest that the 
other has been overpowered or that there 
has been a surrender on one side and a vic- 
tory for the other. x 
Simple justice and regard for the eter- 
nal verities require that the truth shall 
be told and that it shall be said frankly 
that the resolution which will probably be 
introduced and passed in the next repub- 
lican convention was submitted to Gov. 
Cummins in advance, and also to Mr. 
George D. Perkins and to Senator Allison 
(who is the great compromiser and har- 
monizer of Iowa), and was agreed to by all 
of them. The understanding is that Mr. 
Perkins is to be proposed for chairman of 
the state convention, and, as he is a man in 
whose fairness al] sides have confidence, he 
will doubtless be chosen and keep the scales 
of justice evenly balanced. |

BURNT AT THE STAKE .. 
+ The eighth amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the United States says that “cruel 
and unusual punishments” shall not be in- 
| flicted. There was an unreasoning fear in 
some quarters that the federal naire 
if not hindered, might inflict cruel punish- | 
ments upon those guilty of offenses against 
it. The national government has not violat- 
ed the provision of the constitution. The 
states have not sought to devise cruel 
methods of punishment. The same can- 
not be said of the people of many of the 
states. They do repeatedly what their an- 
cestors said the national government never 
should be allowed to do. Is it legitimate to 
draw the inference that the men of a century 
ago were more merciful than the men of to- 
day? 
If anybody were to arise in a state legis- 
lature—that of Delaware or of IIlinois 
| and were to propose that death at the stake 
should be the penalty for the commission of 
a particular crime or crimes, or should pro- 
pose that the body of an executed criminal 
should be reduced to ashes in public, there

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 


OUNT CASSINI, who is soon to go to 
Europe on leave ‘of absence, is un- 
likely to return to this country as am- 
bassador in the fall, and from what I 
hear in private letters from autporita- 

tive quarters which have just reached me 
from Europe he is to be suceeeded at Wash- 
ington by Paul Leszar, now Muscovite envoy 
at Pekin, a particular favorite of Count 
Lamsdorff, the Russian minister of foreign 
affairs and an intimate friend of Secretary 
of State Hay, with whom he was much 
thrown together when the latter was am- 
bassador to the courtof St. James. 

Paul Lessar is a bachelor of about 53, tall, 
slender, with gray hair, close cropped beard, 
and steel blue eyes, who started life as a 
railroad engineer, was employed in the sur- 
vey of the transcaspian railroad, and there 
acquired such a knowledge of that particu- 
lar portion of Asia that he was attached in 
the capacity of. a technical expert to the 
Anglo-Russian commission for the delimita- 
tion of the Afghan boundary. 

So brilliant was the success which he 
achieved in this semi-diplomatic capacity 
that he was transferred to the foreign service 
of Russia, became first consul general at 
Liverpool, and then was transferred to Len- 
don as first secretary and counselor of the 
embassy, where he became a great favorite 
in society and at court, repeatedly filling the 
röle of chargé d'affaires. 

Lessar speaks and writes English perfect- 
ly, with hardly a trace of any foreign ac- 
cent, and so thoroughly ‘has mastered the 
peculiarities of the character of the English 
speaking people as to be able to appreciate |. 
and understand their point of view and to 
win their complete confidence, a difficult 
feat for a Russian diplomatist to achieve. 
He Is likely to be quite as great a success at 
Washington as he has been in London, and 
has only gone back to Pekin on the under- 
standing that it was to settle certain pend- 
ing questions and not to remain there any 
longer as minister, as he cannot stand the 
climate of the Chinese capital. 

That he should be promoted from Pekin to 
Washington is only in keeping with prece- 
dent. For it may be remembered that Count 
Cassini came to Washington from Pekin. 
It is stated that the count, who is at pres- 
ent dean of the diplomatic corps at Wash- 
ington, is to receive an appointment in Bu- 
rope, and this is possible, as some extensive 
changes are impending in the higher regions 
of the diplomatic service of the czar. Thus 
the embassies both at Paris and at Rome 
are about to become vacant, and this will 
entail a general shifting of Muscovite am- 
bassadors which may land Count Cassini at 
Constantinople, although he would doubtless 
prefer Paris. 


— 

While I have had no opportunity of becom- 
ing acquainted with the communications 
made by the Russian embassy here to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and to Secretary of State Hay 
on the subject of the recent Kisheneff mas- 
sacre, I may mention that Count Bencken- | 
dorff, the Russian ambassador to the court 
of St. James, has given expression to King 
Edward, to Lord Lansdowne, to the 
leading statesmen in England of the deep 
grief which the occurrenee has given to the 
czar, and has added that the latter is about 
to issue an important ukase granting a wide 
extensfon of the rights hitherto enjoyed by 
his Jewish subjects. This ukase is in addi- 
tion to the one which I described the other 
day as having been signed and dated nearly 
a week prior to the massacre, and by means 
of which the emperor increased by 100 the 
number of towns in which the so-called 
Jews are permitted to 
settle and to acquire real estate. 

The “ privileged" Jews are those bank- 
ers, merchants, manufacturers, ete., of 
the Jewish race who, by reason of their 

ng in the community, are allowed tc 
live anywhere and enjoy the same rights as 
any other Russian citizen. 

Thus there is the great St. Petersburg 
banker, Rothstein, who has visited this coun- 
try on several occasions, being described in 
connection therewith as the Russian J. Pier- 
pont Morgan. Rothstein, although a pro- 
fessing Jew and the son of a Jewish peddler 
at Warsaw, is now one of the most influen- 
tial men in Russia, the close friend and ad- 
viser of Finance Minister Count de Witte, 
and has béen invested with all sorts of hon- 
ors and dignities by the gar. 


The death of Cardinal Vaughan, expected 
for some time past, has coincided with the 
tardy erection of a memorial stone over the | 
hitherto neglected grave of Caroline Man- 
ning, wife of the late Cardinal Manning, 
who was the predecessor of Cardinal Vaugh- 
an as archbishop of Westminster and as 
Roman Catholic primate and metropolitan 
of Great Britain. Manning before joining 
the church of Rome, was a Protestant cler- 
gyman, rector of the church of East Laving- 
ton, in Sussex. 

After four years of married life his young 


tion, and there is no doubt that the bitter sor- 
row caused by her death, as well as his lone- 
liness, contributed in no small measure to 
his subsequent conversion to the church of 
Rome, in which he was destined to rise to 
the rank of cardinal. 
Some years before his own death the Lav- 
ington church wardens wrote him to the 
effect that his wife’s grave was falling to 
ruin, and he replied: It is best so. Let 
it be. Time effaces all things.” 
The memorial now set up over Mrs. Man- 
ning’s grave is due to her nephew,’ R. G. 
Wilberforce, and the inscription is unique 
of its kind, since it describes her as “ the’ 
wife of the Rev. Henry Edward Manning, 
who died as a cardinal of the church of 
Rome.” 


Dudley Ward, who das just died in Lon- 
don, was ore of the best known figures in 
London society and was chiefly known to 
fame as the founder of the now defunct 
Gardenia club in London and as the fore- 
most amateur banjoistin England. He was 
married to a sister of the present Lord Esher 
and was a son of the late Mme. de Falbe, 
the most intimate friend and confidante of 
Queen Alexandra. 

Mme. de Falbe, who in her day was one of 
the greatest social powers in London, was of 


quite young the late Capt. Dudley Ward, a 
penniless cousin of the late Earl Dudley. 
On his death she married Gerard Leigh, an. 
enormously wealthy man, a relative of Lord 
Leigh, who at his death came into posses- 
sion of all his kinsman’s property. Lord 
Leigh's eldest son, it may be remembered, fs 
married to Miss Beckwith of New York. 
After becoming for a second time a widow 
she contracted a third marriage, this time 
with the Baron de Falbe, Danish minister 
in London, who likewise predeceased her. 

The daughters of King Edward were as de- 
voted to her as their mother. It was to her 
that Princess Louise appealed in order to 
secure her parents’ permission to marry the 
duke of Fife, and it was to her also that the 
-late duke of Clarence turned when he was 
anxious to obtain the approva! of his parents 
to his union with Princess May of Teck, a 
match which was by no means at first coun- 


cess of Wales nor by the late queen. Indeed, 
it was under the grand old trees of Luton 
Hoo, Mme. de Falbe's country place, that the 
wooing of the duke of Clarence and the prin- 
cess’ took place.

PUBLIC OUT OF MARKER 


‘STOCK TRADERS COMPLAIN ABOUT 
LACK OF SUPPORT. 


Most of the Day in Wall Street Given 
Over to Grambling at Lack of Busi- 
mess- Return of J. F. Morgan Ex- 
pected to Be Signal for Upturn in 
Many Securities He Considers Too 

 Low—Talk of President Schwab Re- 


signing.

NEW YORK, June 23.—[Special.}—Traders 
on the floor and stock brokers generally were 
a disgusted lot today, going about com- 
plaining bitterly of nothing doing and of 
inability to earn office expenses. On the ex- 
change the scene was one of extreme dull- 
ness, the brokers wandered about aimlessly 
waiting and hoping for something to turn 
up, and when it did it was not until the late 
and final rally. They inveighed against the 
weather, the market, and the public indis- 
eriminately. It the public would only come 
in. was the burden of their chief lament, 
and this is the principal reason assigned for 
the present dullness. A banker declared that 
in his judgment a legitimate order for 5,000 
ehares each of St. Paul, Union Pacific, Balti- 
gnore and Ohio, or in the industrial group or 
copper would disclose so little real stock 
available that In each case a substantial rise 
would result, unless indeed some bear or 
short seller offered the stock which he ex- 
pected or hoped he might _— recover ata 
lower level. 


Colorado Fuel rose erte 8 points on a 
transaction involving 27,000 shares, and 
similiarly Union Pacific rose from 79 to 80 
on less than 1,000 shares, though on the de- 
cline from 80 to 79 probably 20,000 shares 
had been dealt in. Metropolitan in like man- 
ner rose on a few hundred shares, Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit jumped half a point between 
‘transfers. In short, throughout the list re- 
coveries of a similar character were the 
rule rather than the exception.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


Cattle 10 to 15 Cents Lower and Hogs 
Decline as Much Toward the 
Close. 


“Receipts of live stock included close to 5,000 
cattle, 15,000 hogs, and 10,000 sheep, the cat- 
tle showing being about normal., but hogs 
fully 5.000 lower than the trade had been ex- 
pecting, while sheep were comparatively lib- 
eral. The market was affected materially 
by receipts at Missouri river points and the 
expectation of a liberal run for Chicago on 
Wednesday. Fat cattle were 106150 lower, 
hogs opened steady to 5c higher and closed 
on a flat decline of 10@15c. The sheep mar- 
ket was generally steady to 25c lower. 

The car report on three principal roads for 
tomorrow is 921. This is 250 cars more than 
were reported last ‘Tuesday on the same roads 
and a few cars more than three weeks ago, 
when the Tuesday report was 915 cars, and 
the Wednesday run heavy. On a basis of this 
car report a conservative estimate for 
Wednesday is 26,000 cattle, 40,000 hogs, and 
15,000 sheep. However, the conditions of the 
hog market and cattle market on Monday 
would suggest a larger proportion of cattle, 
and it would not be surprising to see the run 
turn out 3.000 more cattle and 5, 000: less hogs 
than the above figures.

State Board of Health Presents Annual 


Statistics—Tuberculosis Leads in List. 


of Deadly Diseases. 


Springfield, III., June 23.— [Special. I- The 


state board of health has just issued its re- 
port of the births and deaths in the state 
during the year 1902. A total of 87,236 births 
is given. a rate per 1,000 of 17.90. The great- 
est number is from Lawrence county, where 
the rate was 31.09 to the 1,000. Cass county 
has the lowest record, 10 to the 1,000. The 
rate in Cook county was 16.17 per 1,000. It. 
is not claimed by the board that these figures 
represent the actual number of births in 


the state during 1902, for many physicians 
and accoucheurs fail to obey the law. 
The total number of deaths registered dur- 


ing 1902 was 61,144, a rate of 12.54 per 1,000. 


The maximum death rate is found in Massac 


county, 19.08 The minimum is found in 


Ogle county, 7.19. The Cook county rate is 
13.84 to the 1,000, based on an estimated 
population of 1,968,097. 

The ten principal causes of deaths in the 
order of their importance are as follows: 
Tuberculosis, pneumonia, organic heart dis- 
ease, accidents, kidney disease, gastro en- 
teritis in infants, cancer, typhold, cerebral 

on and hemorrhage, and diphtheria. 
The statistics show that 6,868 persons died 
of tuberculosis, this number being 11.23 per 
cent of all deaths, or one in every 8.90 deaths. 
By age the destruction from this disease was 
greatest from 20 to 40 years, 51.2 per cent of 
the deaths being reported during this period. 
Tt is the opinion of the state board of health 
that the reported death rate from tubercu- 
losis is too low, and that many deathe re- 
ported as pneumonia. bronchitis, and influ- 
enza were due to tuberculosis. 

In comparison with the death rate. Indiana 


reports 13.9 to the 1,000 population, Michigan 


12.6, Minnesota 9.4, and Ohio 12.35. 
Statistics for Iowa and Wisconsin are not 
available. 


MILK COMMITTEE REPORT 
DESCRIBES CHICAGO’S SUPPLY 


Says Chemicel Quality Is Kept Good by 
Health Department—Sanitary Condi- 
tions in Dairies Needed Now. 


The preliminary report of the milk com- 
mittee of the Chicago Medical society, ap- 
ponted some time ago, is ready. It describes 
the conditions under which milk is supplied 
to Chicago, gives the requirements of the 
milk commission of the Children's Hospital 
society, and makes recommendations for the 
home care of milk. 

There are 628,000 quarts of milk supplied 
to Chicago daily,“ says the report, “‘a per 
capita quantity of approximately two-thirds 
of a pint. To produce this some 50,000 cows 
rie required, or between 5,000 and 6,000 dairy 


arms. 

At present the chemical quality of the 
city’s milk is under control of the depart- 
ment of health. By persistent vigilance a 
good quality from the chemical standpoint is 
easily maintained. Now only one sample is 


+ found below grade to ten or fifteen found 


below grade at the beginning of this inspec- 
tion ten years ago. Bulk milk will vary most 
in quality from the irregular mixing. Bot- 
tled milk is uniform because a large 3 
is mixed and filled quickly into bottles 
persons know of the skimmed tag, 
many therefore get low grade milk, while the 
dealer is protected against prosecution. To- 
day coloring. or preservatives, are rarely 
found in milk. What is lacking is sani- 
tary control of the dairy. We can force the 
farmer to change present uncleanly methods 
only by educating the public to purchase 
such milk as has been produced under most 
approved sanitary methods.” 

In its instructions for the home care of 
milk the report says: 

“No milk should be accepted unless bot- 
tled and sealed and delivered from wagons 
with coolers. The bottle should be placed im- 
mediately on ice, or, in the absence of ice, 
should be wrapped loosely in old newspapers 
and kept in the coolest corner. Never remove 


more milk or cream from the bottle than is 


needed for immediate use, and replace the 
cover at once. The cover should be handled 
with a clean fork.“

Corn in Central Valleys Shows Better 


Conditions, Especially Over West- 
ern Portions Wheat Yield De- 
creased in Many Sections, but Still 
Up te GOA Figure — Cotton Clean but 
‘Small—Plants in Texas Healthy but 


Two or Three Weeks Late. — 


Washington, D. C., June 23.— [Special. 


Following is the official weekly crop report 
issued by the department of agriculture 
today. While it is still too cool in the dis- 
tricts east of the Rocky mountains the tem- 
perature conditions of the week ending June 
22 were more favorable in the cen- } 
tral valleys and southern states, but over 
portions of the lake region and middle At- 
lantic states and in New England it was 
colder: than in the preceding week. Heavy 
rains in the last two named districts inter- 
rupted farm work, but in Ohio and the 
Mississippi valleys and gulf states condi- 
tions were favorable for cultivation. 


A general improvement in the condition of 


corn in the central valleys is indicated, espe- 
cially over the western portions. In the lake 
region, New England, and middle Atlantic 
states little or no improvement in this crop 
is noted. In all the northern and central 
districts corn continues late but Is In a good 
state of cultivation except in the middle 

Atlantic states. 


Wheat Progress Favorable. 


The winter wheat harvest has made favor- 
able progress. In the central portions of 
winter wheat belt there are disappointing 
yields, especially in the southern portions 


of Missouri, Illinois, and Indiana. In the 


middle Atlantic states genera] improvement 
is indicated. 

Spring wheat is suffering for rain in North 
Dakota and portions of South Dakota and 
is affected by rust quite generally in Ne- 
braska. In the two last named states, how- 
ever, the crop as a rule is doing well, and in 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Iowa continues 
in promising condition. 

The outlook for oats is less promising in 
the Dakotas, Nebraska, northern Minneso- 


ta, Missouri, and southern Illinois. In Wis-. 
consin, Kansas, on the uplands in Iowa, and 
In northern IIlinots a good crop is promised. 


An improvement is reported from Michigan, 
the Ohio valley, and the middle Atlantic 
states. 

Cotton continues small, but its general con- 
dition is somewhat improved. Cultivation 
has made good progress, and the fields are 
clean except in portions of the eastern dis- 
tricts. In Texas the plants are healthy and 
have made rapid growth, but the crop con- 
tinues two or three weeks late. 

In New England tobacco needs warmth 
and sunshine, but elsewhere the crop has 
made favorable progress except in North 


Carolina and portions of Virginia. 


In, Missouri, Arkansas, Illinois, Indiana, 
and Pennsylvania apples are unpromisng, 


but the outlook continues favorable in Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, and Kentucky.
